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PREFACE. 



It is now a considerable time since anjr 
work has been published, consisting of 
Theological Questions, and those such as 
a student might expect to meet with in 
examination for Holy Orders. To sup- 
ply the deficiency, the present volume has 
been prepared ; containing Questions on 
the Old and New Testaments, the Evi- 
dences and Doctrines of Christianity, 
and such parts of Ecclesiastical History, 
as are specially interesting and important 
to an EngUsh theological student. 

The queries on Scripture characters, 
facts, and history, must rather be con- 
sidered as specimens, than as forming 
a complete series of Examination Papers. 
These might have been multiplied to 
almost any amount, and would have 
swelled the volume to an inconvenient 
size. The same remark applies in some 
degree to the other Papers. Still it has 
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been the endeavour of the compiler, to 
embody a complete system of divinity 
and sound ecclesiastical discipline in the 
compilation, so that a student who had 
fairly investigated its contents, would 
have no reason to dread any Theological 
examination. 

It will be found, that the general divi- 
sion of the subjects has not^ in all cases, 
been adhered to. Where, for instatice, 
an inquiry i^lating to Church doctrine 
or discipline has appeared to arise natu- 
rally from a Scripture fact, it has been 
placed in juxta-^position with it. 

The passages at the dose of the vdume 
are also selected/ as specimens of those 
given by the ablest and most strict 
Theological examiners. It will be ob- 
served, that the translation of such docu- 
ments involves not only some classical 
scholarship, but a knowledge of the 
phraseology of the Nbw Tbstament 
and of the Fathers of the Church. 
The student must be careful not to be 
theologically wrong, while he is cls^- 
sically right ; and in reference to the 
rendering in another tongue of these 
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and of similar quotations, it will be ne- 
cessary to consider not only what is 
elegant in language, but what is sound 
in divinity. In translating Creeds and 
Confessions, this precaution is especially 
necessary. The slightest change of phrase- 
ology may put in jeopardy some vital 
principle of Christianity, and break, or at 
least attenuate, a link of that invisible 
chain of intermingling doctrine and dis- 
cipline, which linites the members and 
forms the Oneness of the Cathohc 
Church.

The Son, which is the Word of the Father, 
begotten from everlasting of the Father, the 
very and eternal God, and of one substance 
with the Father, took Man^s nature in the 
womb of the blessed Virgin, of her substance : 
so^hat two whole and perfect Natures, that is 
to say, the Godhead and Manhood, were joined 
together in one Person, never to be divided, 
whereof is one Christ, very God, and very 
Man; who truly suffered, was crucified, dead 
and buried, to reconcile his Father to us, and to 
be a sacrifice, not only for original guilt, but 
also for actual sins of men. Art. II. 

We are accounted righteous before God, only 
for the merit of our Lord and Saviour Jesus 
Christ by Faith, and not for our own works 
or deservings: Wherefore, that we are justified 
by Faith only is a most wholesome Doctrine, and 
very full of comfort, as more largely is ex- 
pressed in the Homily of Justification. Art. XI. 
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Voluntary Works besides, over and above, 
God's Commandments, which they call Works 
of Supererogation, cannot be taught without 
arrogancy and impiety : for by them men do 
declare, that they do not only render unto God 
as much as they are bound to do, but that they 
do more for his sake, than of bounden duty is 
required: whereas Christ saith plainly, When 
ye have done all that are commanded to you, 
say, We are unprofitable servants. Art. XIV. 

Fredesdmition to U&t i& the everlasting 
purpose of Grod, whereby (before the £ounda-* 
tions of the world were laid) he hath constantly 
decreed by his counsel secret to us, to ddiver 
from curse and damnation those whom he hath 
chosen in Christ out of mankind, and to bring 
them by Christ to everlasting salvation^ as 
vessels made to honour. Wherefore, they 
which be endued with so excellent a benefit c^ 
God be called according to God''s purpose by 
his Spirit working in due seas(»t : they through 
Grace obey the calling : they be justified freely: 
they be made sons of God by adoption: they 
be made like the image of his (mly-begotten 
Soil Jesus Christ: they walk religiously in 
good works, and at length, by God's mercy, 
they attain to everlasting felicity. 

As the godly consideration of Predestmation, 
and our Election in Christ, is full of sweet, 
pleasant, and unspeakable comfort to Godly 
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'persons, and such a» feel in tkemselves the 
working of the Spirit of Christ, mortifying the 
works of the flesh, and their earthly members, 
and drawing up their mind to high and hea- 
venly things, as well because it doth greatly 
establish and confirm their faith of eternal 
Salvation to be enjoyed through Christ, as 
because it doth fervently kindle their love 
towards God: So, for curious and carnal persons, 
lacking the Spirit of Christ, to have continually 
before their eyes the sentence of God''s Predes- 
tination, is a most dangerous downfall, whereby 
the Devil doth thrust them either into despera- 
tion, or into wretchlessness of most unclean 
living, no less perilous than desperation. 

Furthermore, we must receive God's promises 
in such wise, as they be generally set forth to 
us in holy Scripture: and, in our doings, that 
Will of God is to be followed, which we have 
expressly declared unto us in the Word of God. 
Art. XVII. 

Dearly beloved in the Lord, ye that mind to 
come to the holy Communion of the Body and 
Blood of our Saviour Christ, must consider how 
Saint Paul exhorteth all persons diligently to 
try and examine themselves, before they presume 
to eat of that Bread, and drink of that Cup. 
For as the benefit is great, if with a true 
penitent heart and lively faith we receive that 
holy Sacrament ; (for then we spiritually eat the 
e2 
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flesh of Christ, atid drink his blood; then we 
dwell in Christ, and Christ in us ; we are one with 
Christ, and Christ with us ;) so is the danger great, 
if we receive the same unworthily. For then we 
are guilty of the Body and Blood of Christ our 
Saviour; we eat and drink our own damnation, 
not considering the Lord's Body; we kindle 
God's wrath against us; we provoke him t^ 
plague us with divers diseases, and sundry 
kinds of death. Judge therefore yourselves, 
brethren, that ye be not judged of the Lord ; 
repent you truly for your sins past; have a 
lively and stedfast faith in Christ our Saviour ; 
amend your lives, and be in perfect charity 
with all men ; so shall ye be meet partakers of 
those holy mysteries. And above all things ye 
must give most humble and hearty thanks to 
God, the Father, the Son, and the Holy Ghost, 
for the redemption of the world by the death 
and passion of our Saviour Christ, both God 
and man ; who did humble himself, even to 
the death upon the Cross, for us, miserable 
sinners, who lay in darkness and the shadow of 
death ; that he might make us the children of 
God, and exalt us to everlasting life. And to 
the end that we should alway remember the 
exceeding great Jove of our Master, and only 
Saviour, Jesus Christ, thus dying for us, and 
the innumerable benefits which by his precious 
blood-shedding he hath obtained to us; he 
hath instituted and ordained holy mysteries, as 
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pledges of his love, and for a continual remem- 
brance of his death, to our great and endless 
eomfort. To Him therefore, with the Father 
and the Holy Ghost, let us give (as we are 
most bounden) continual thanks; submitting 
ourselves wholly to his holy will and pleasure, 
and studying to serve Him in true holiness and 
righteousness all the days of our life. Amen* 

Whosoever will be saved, before all things 
it is necessary that he hold the Catholick 
Faith. Which Faith except every one do keep 
whole and undefiled, without doubt he shall 
perish everlastingly. And the Catholick Faith 
is this, That we worship one God in Trinity, 
and Trinity in Unity ; neither confounding the 
Persons, nor dividing the Substance. For there 
is one Person of the Father, another of the Son, 
and another of the Holy Ghost. But the God- 
head of the Father, of the Son, and of the Holy 
Ghost, is all one, the Glory equal, the Majesty 
co-eternal. Such as the Father is, such is the 
Son, and such is the Holy Ghost. The Father 
uncreate, the Son uncreate, and the Holy Ghost 
uncreate. The Father incomprehensible, the 
Son incomprehensible^ and the Holy Ghost 
incomprehensible. The Father eternal, the Son 
eternal, and the Holy Ghost eternal. And yet 
they are not three eternals, but one eternal. 
As also there are not three incomprehensibles, 
nor three uncreated, but one uncreated, and 
one incomprehensible. Athan, Creed. 
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Abugbty God, the F«tber of our Loid 
Jesus Chriaty who cksireth not the deatk of « 
siimer» but raither tbai he may turn from fak 
wickedness^ and live; and hath gi^en power, 
and CQBdBiandBieDt to his Ministers, to declare 
and pronounce to his people, being penitent* 
the Absolution and Biemis^cm of tiieir sins; 
He pardoneth and abscrfveth all tbem th«t 
truly repent, and unfeignedly believe his holy 
Gospel. Wherefore let us beseech him to grant 
us true repentance, and his holy Spirit, that 
those things may please him, which we do at 
this present; and that the rest of our life 
hereafter may be pure and hcij ; so that at 
the last we may come to his eternal joy; 
through Jesus Christ our Lord. Amen. 

Seeing we have mentioned happiness, or the 
summum i&numj the utmost scope of human 
desire, we do add, that piety doth surely confer 
it. Happiness, whatever it be, hath certainly 
an essential coherence with piety. These are 
reciprocal propositions, both of tbem infEdlibly 
true. He that is pious is happy ; and, He that 
is happy is pious* No man doth undertake or 
IH'osecute my thing, which he doth not appre- 
hend in some order or degree conducing to 
that which all men under a confused notion 
regard and tend to, which they call happiness, 
the highest good, the chiefest de»rable thing. 
But in their judgments about this thing, or the 
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means xif atttkui^ it, as men dissetft mudi ; 
so «f iteoessity moit of them must be misttdceti. 
Most, indeed, do jira and shoot at a mere 
shadow of profit, or at that which is very littk 
<xiRsiderable, and in comparison nothing at all ; 
winch little ooaduceth to the perfection <tf their 
mettire, or the satkfaction of their desire. If 
they miss tiie mark, they are disappointed; 
if -they bit it, they are no less, and in effect 
fait nodiing. Bnt whatever this grand matter is, 
in whatever it consi^ieth, boweter it be pro- 
cured; be it the possession and fruition of 
wme special chcnce goods, or an aggregation 
and affluenoe of all goods ; piety surely is the 
main ingredient and principal cause therecf. 
All other goods without it are insignificant 
and tiBrusef4]l thereto ; and k cannot be want- 
ing, where piety is. Barrow's SermonSi vol. i. 
eerm. iii. p. S4, 55. 

And first for its noblest faculty, die under- 
standing: it was then subfime, clear, and 
aspiring, and, as it were, the sours upper 
region, lofty and serene, free from the vapours 
and disturbances of the inferior affections. It 
was the leading, contrcdling faculty ; all the 
passions wore the colours of reason ; it did 
not so much persuade, as command; it was 
not consul, but dictator. Discourse was then 
almost as quick as intuition ; it was nimble in 
proposing, firm in concluding ; it couid sooner 
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determine than now it can dispute. Like the 
sun^ it had both light and agility ; it knew no 
rest) but in motion; no quiet> but in activity. 
It did not so properly apprehend, as irradiate 
the object ; not so much find, as make things 
intelligible. It did arbitrate upon the several 
reports of sense, and all the varieties of ima«^ 
gination ; not like a drowsy judge, only hearing, 
but also directing their verdict. In sum, it 
was vegete, quick, and Uvely ; open as the day, 
untainted as the morning, full of the innocence 
and sprightliness of youth ; it gave the soul a 
bright and a full view into all things ; and was 
not only a window, but itself the prospects 
South^s Sermonsy vol. i. p. 35. 

Adam came into the world a philosopher, 
which sufficiently appeared by his writing the 
nature of things upon their names ; he could 
view essences in themselves, and read forms with- 
out the commeutof their respectiveproperties: he 
could see consequents yet dormant in their prin^ 
<;iples, and effects yet unborn, and in the womb 
of their causes ; his understanding could almost 
pierce into future contingents, his conjectures 
improving even to prophecy, or the certainties 
of prediction ; , till his fall, it was ignorant of 
nothing but of sin ; or at least it rested in the 
notion, without the smart of the experiment. 
Could any difficulty have been proposed, the 
resolution would have been as early as the 
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proposal ; it could not have had time to settle into 
doubt. Like a better Archimedes, the issue of 
all his inquiries was an eugijxa, an eu^ijxa, the 
offspring of his brain without the sweat of his 
brow. Study was not then a duty, night- 
watchings were needless; the light of reason 
wanted not the assistance of a candle. This 
is the doom of fallen man, to labour in the fire, 
to seek truth in profundo, to exhaust his time 
and. impair his health, and perhaps to spin out 
his days, and himself, into one pitiful, contro- 
verted conclusion. There was then no poring, 
no struggling with memory, no straining for 
invention: his faculties were quick and ex- 
pedite ; they answered without knocking, they 
were ready upon the first summons, there was 
freedom and firmness in all their operations. 
I confess, it is difficult for us, who date our 
ignorance from our first being, and were still 
bred up with the same infirmities about us 
with which we were born, to raise our thoughts 
and imagination to those intellectual perfections 
that attended our nature in the time of in- 
nocence ; as it is for a peasant bred up in 
the obscurities of a cottage, to fancy in his 
mind the unseen splendors of a court. But by 
rating positives by their privatives, and other 
arts of reason, by which discourse supplies the 
want of the reports of sense, we may collect the 
excellency of the understanding then, by the 
glorious remainders of it now, and guess at the 
e3 
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statelioess of the building, by the magnificence 
of its ruins. Ibid. p. S7, S8. 

Those that suspend the purposes of Ood, 
and the resolves of an eternal mind upon the 
actions of the creature, and make God first 
wait and expect what the creature will do, 
(and then frame his decrees and counsels ac^ 
oordingly,) forget that he is the first cause of 
all things, and discourse most unphilosophi- 
cally, absurdly, and unsuitably to the nature of 
an infinite Being; whose influence in every 
motion must set the first wheel a going. 
He must still be the first agent, and what 
he does he must will and intend to do before 
he< does it, and what he wills and intends once, 
he willed and intended from all eternity; it 
being grossly contrary to the very first notions 
we have of the infinite perfection of the divine 
nature, to state or suppose any new immanent 
act in God. lUd. p. 207. 

Touching musical harmony, whether by in- 
strument or by voice, it being but of high and 
low in sounds a due proportionable disposition, 
such, notwithstanding, is the force thereof, and 
so pleasing effects it hath, in that very part of 
man which is most divine, that some have been 
thereby induced to think that the soul itself by 
nature is, or hath in it, harmony : a thing which 
delighteth all ages, and beseemeth all states; a 
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thing as seasomble in grief as in joy; as decent 
being added unto actions of great^t weight 
and sc^mnity, as being used when men most 
sequester themselves frcnn action. The reason 
hereof is an admirable facility which Music 
hath to express and represent to the mind> 
nxH-e inwardly than any other sensible mean, 
the very standing, rising, and falling, the very 
steps and inflections every way, the turns and 
varieties of all passions whereunto the mind is 
subject ; yea, so to imitate them, that, whether 
it resemble unto us the same state wherein our 
minds already are, or a clean contrary, we are 
not more contentedly by the one confirmed, 
than changed and led away by the other. In 
harmony the very image and character even of 
virtue and vice is perceived, the mind delighted 
with their resemblances, and brought by having 
them often iterated into a We of the things 
themselves. For which cause there is nothing 
more contagious and pestilent than some kinds 
of harmony ; than some, nothing more strong 
and potent unto good. And that there is such 
a diflerence of one kind from another^ we need 
no pi'oof but our own experience, inasmuch as 
we are at the hearing of some more inclined 
unto sorrow and heaviness, of some more molli- 
fied and softened in mind; one kind apter to 
stay and settle us, another to move and stir our 
affections; there is that draweth to a marvellous 
grave and sober mediocrity, there is also that 
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carrieth as it were iiito ecstasies, filling thd 
mind with an heavenly joy, and for the time in 
a manner severing it from the body: so that, 
although we lay altogether aside the consider- 
ation of ditty or matter, the very harmony of 
sounds being framed in due sort, and carried 
from the ear to the spiritual faculties of our 
souls, is, by a native puissance and efficacy, 
greatly available to bring to a perfect temper 
whatsoever is there troubled, apt as well to 
quicken the spirits as to allay that which is too 
eager, sovereign against melancholy and despair, 
forcible to draw forth tears of devotion if the 
mind be such as can yield them, able both to 
move and to moderate all affections. Hooker^ 
Eccl. Pol. h. V. §. 38. 

Lastly: there is a sort of God's dear servants 
who walk in perfectness, who * perfect holiness 
in the fear of God f and they have a degree of 
clarity and divine knowledge more than we can 
discourse of, and more certain than the demon- 
strations of geometry, brighter than the sun, 
and indeficient as the light of heaven. This is 
called by the apostle the OTrawyacrfta toD ©goBt 
Christ is this ' brightness of God/ manifested 
in the hearts of his dearest servants. 

But I shall say no more of this at this time^ 
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for this is to be felt, and not to be talked of; 
and they that never touched it with their finger, 
may secretly, perhaps, laugh at it in their heart, 
and be never the wiser. All that I shall now 
say of it is, that a good man is united unto God, 
xiyrgov xivTgco (rvvoL'^foLg, as a flame touches a flame, 
and combines into splendour and to glory: so 
is the spirit of a man united unto Christ by the 
Spirit of God. Jeremy Taylor's Works^ vi. 395« 
Heher^a ed. 

A good life is the best way to understand 
wisdom and religion, because, by the experi- 
ences and relishes of religion, there is conveyed 
to them such a sweetness, to which all wicked 
men are strangers: there is in the things of 
God, to them which practise them, a delicious- 
ness that makes us love them, and that love 
admits us into God^s cabinet, and strangely 
clarifies the understanding by the purification^ 
of tfee heart. For when our reason is raised up 
by the Spirit of Christ, it is turned quickly into 
experience; when our faith relies upon the 
principles of Christ, it is changed into vision ; 
and so long as we know God only in the ways 
of man, by contentious learning, by arguing 
and dispute, — ^we see nothing but the shadow 
of him; and in that shadow we meet with many 
dark appearances, little certainty, and much 
conjecture: but when we know him Xoyco awo- 
^avT*x», yoX^vj? voggo, with the eyes of holiness, 
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and the intuition <^ gracious experienoes, with 
a quiet spirit and the peace of enjoyment; th^i 
we shall hesur what we never beard, and see 
what our eyes never saw ; then the mysteries 
of godliness shall be opened unto us, and clesu: 
as the windows of the morning: and this is 
rarely well expressed by the Apostle, " If we 
stand up from the dead, and awake from sleep, 
then Christ shall give us light.**^ Jeremy Tay^ 
lor' 8 Works^ vi. 393. Heher's ed.
